FAIR WEATHER 
BRING MORE 
-AR FHGHTING

With the British Armies Afield, 
March 11.—Superb weather continu- 


Led along the British front today, with 
fee fighting the 


most important act- 
ivity. 

The Passchaendele sector was the 
scene of considerable artillery fight- 
ing following the sharp engagement 
there last week. The Germans ap- 
pear surprised at the completeness of 
their defeat thereabuots. Despite at- 
tacks at points along a wide front and 
rapid attacks against two points at 
the extreme limits of the bombard- 
ment area, they failed to gain a sin- 
gle advantage. 

With the exception of intensive air 
activity, big gun duels, patrol fights, 
and trench raids, the situation is un- 
changed, though all are expectant. 


From one end of the front. to the 
other the Allies hold high ground, 
with excellent points of vantage for 
observation of the German positions. 
This probably explains the enemy’s 
determined local attacks of Which 
those in the Passchendaele salient 
were among the most stubborn. 

Field Marshal Hindenburg 
that his troops seize territory 
ground observation posts, as the al- 
lied plans are making sky-spying pre 
carious. Likewise from the British 
lines but little movement bebind the 
German positions escaped being spot- 
ted. The Britishers are prepared for 
all eventualities.

INCOME TAX 
DRIVE OTART: 
WU, 3. TO 


Washington, D. CG. March 
Twenty-five thousand Four ea 
Men will start out today on a nation- 
‘wide campaign to impress upon the 
American public their patriotic duty 
promptly to file their income tax re- 
turn and pay their taxes. The period 
for filing ends April 1. Taxpayers 
have seventeen days, not counting 
Sundays, in which to comply with 
this provision of the law. -The pen- 
alty for failure is a fine of not: less 


than $20 nor more than $1,000 and an 
additional assessment of 50 ot cent 
of the amount due. 
The Four Minute Men will appear 
in theatres, moving picture houses 
and at public gatherings. Special 
meetings will be held by chambers of 
commerce boards of trade, rotary 
clubs, luncheon clubs and business 
organizations to hear the addresses. 
“Don’t delay,” is the warning that will 
be given by the speakers. Taxpayers 
will be urged to protect themselves 
and aid the Government by being 
prompt. It will cost the Government 
money and trouble to bunt down the 
man who dodges the income tax, but 
the word has gone forth from head- 
quarters that this will be done. The 
“slacker” will be shown no leniency. 
The man whose intentiong are good 
but who is inclined to put off until 
tomorrow what should be done today 
will be urged not to procrastinate, 
but to get his blank and file his re- 
turn at once. ; 


In every address the Four Minute 
Men wili lay stress upon that provis- 
ion of the law which requires a re- 
turn from every unmarried person 
whose net income for 1917 was $1,090 
or more and from every married per- 
son whose net income was $2,000 or 
more. They will be supplied with 
facts and figures to show that the rich 
man and the man of modest income 
alike are made to bear a just share 
of the common burden. Tables wil! 
be produced comparing the rate of tax 


in the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. Here the married man with ar 
income of $2,500 pays $10. gin Great 


Britain the man with an income of 
$2,900 pays a tax of $225 and $300 if 
his income is not earned but is from 
interest on bonds or the like. As the 
income increases the difference be- 
tween American and British taxes be 
come less and finally when million 
dollar incomes are reached the sum 
paid in this country is greater than 
in Great Britain. 

The normal rate of tax under the 
war revenue act of 1917 is 2 per cent 
on the net income of unmarried per- 
sons in excess of $1,000 and on the 
net income of married persons in ex- 
cess of $2,000. Under the act of Sep- 
tember 8, 1916, which remains. in 
force, the normal rate of tax is 2 per 
‘cent on the net income of unmarried 
persons in excess of $3,000 and on 
the net income of married persons in 
excess of $4,000. 

Incomes under the 1917 act are sub- 
ject to a surtax which ranges from 
1 percent on incomes between $5,00 
and $7,500 to 50 percent on incomes! 
in excess of $1,000,000. The surtax 
under the 1916 act ranges from 1 pe 
cent on incomes between $20,000 anc 
$40,000 to 13 percent on incomes ir 
excess of $2,000,000. The multi-mil- 
lionaire is assessed 67 percent on his 
income in excess of $2,000,000, while 
the man with a $2,500 income pays 2 
per cent on his income in excess of 
$2,000. 

These and other facts and figures 


will be used to refute the statement 


of German sympathizers that this is 
a ‘capitalists war.” 

“We must learn to realize,” says € 
bulletin issued to the Four Minute 
men by the Committee on Public In- 


formation, “that all of us who pay 
our mite are really capitalists. A 


capitalist is simply a person who has 
a claim on a bit of the world’s storeé 
up wealth. The unmarried man ang 
woman earning $1,000 a year is by nc 
means ‘poor’—with rare exceptions he 
or she has something laid by in e 
bond, real estate or a few dollars in 
a savings bank. An income of $1,000 
is considerably above the average.

Attacking Prince Lvoff and others 
who are reported concerned’ with or- 
ganizing a provisional Siberian Qov- 
ernment, the newspaper Pravda said 
today: 

“Traitors to that fatherland, oyer 
whose name they have made such a 
fuss, have now surrendered to the 
Japanese and the allied imperialists, 
hoping to aid foreign troops recon- 
quer the country. But they are 
deeply mistaken. Historical exam- 
ples prove that such efforts have al- 
ways failed. Vainly do the land- 
lords and capitalists hope to profit 
by the Japanese invasion. They are 
simply tearing the final threads con- 
necting them with Russia.”
